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Canals Will Receive 
Chemicals To Kill 
Garfish, Mudfish 


WEST PALM BEACH-—A .por- 
tion of the North New River Canal, 
and the Miami Canal, in Broward 
County, will be chemically treated 
April 2nd to improve sport fishing, 
according to James. P. Clugston, 
Fisheries Biologist, Everglades 
Region, Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission. 

Barring unforeseen weather con- 
ditions, the water will be treated 
with rotenone (a “fish-suffocat- 
ing” chemical) to remove an esti- 
mated 30 to 40 thousand pounds of 
undesirable fish—garfish, mudfish 
and similar species. 

The water area will. be later 
“planted” with fingerlings of the 
more desirable game fish species of 
interest to South Florida, fisher- 
men. 

“Thousands of acres of the sur- 
rounding marshlands have dried up 
as the result of current drought 
conditions”, Clugston stated. “This 
has forced concentrations of fish 
into the canal area, creating ideal 
conditions for a maximum elimina- 
tion of undesirable fish.”
